Word Recgived In California As To
Her Location And Condition.

BERKELEY, Cal, Nov. 25—Mrs,
Charles Francis Stokes, wife of Dr,
Stokes, who is the commander, of the
Naval hospital ship Reliel for the
safety of which grave fears have
been entertained, late last night re-
ceived the following cablegram from
her husband, the message coming
directly from Sorsogon, a town on
the southeastern coast of the lsland
of Luzn, Philippine group:

“Ship injured by storm. Arrived
here all well. Can't say how long we
will remain; awaiting further instrue-
tions from Muanila”

The Relief sailed from Manila
Nov. 15th from Guam, Ladrone
group, carrying cable operators to
that place. The vessel was due om
Friday last but nothing had been
heard of her until Dr. Stokes' cable
to his wife, who is at present living
here, arrived.
